Dr. Adams gave a very intorcstine 
lecture before the Science Undergrad- 
uates' Society last night. His subject 
was the "Water Powers of Canada." 
Ill introducing the subject. Dean 
Adams gave a brief outline of the uses 
uC power to tbel civilized world, lie 
said that power was required every- 
where, and tliat it was used for prac- 
tically every purpose nowadays. 
There arc five sources of power, said 
Dean Adojns, They are the power of 
atoms of matter, the power of the 
sun, the power oC the wind, ilir water 
power and the power of gases, oils 
and fuels. Of tlu'sc the flrsl. two arc 
of practically no value, as they can- 
not be utilized to any great extent. 
The third source, wind power, is now 
obsolcto in most parts of the world, 
but it formerly was tlio chief source 
of power used. The last two sources 
arc the main ones, and arc the most 
extensively used. 

Tlien coming to his subject. Dean 
said that he was not going to talk on 
water power from the technical point 
of view, but he was going to speak of 
the underlying principles of water 
power. The rainfall of the earth Is 
divided Into ihrec parts — t.;a'. .vl)icb 
forms streams and rivers, called run 
off; that which evaporates, called fly 
off, and that which is absorbed. by tlip 
ground, called cut off. In different 
countricc the ratio of tliosc threo 
parts vary. In the United Slates the 
run off is about one-third; fly off. 
one-half, and cut off, one-sixth. Tbe 
I'un off is the only part which comes 
Into account with regard to water 
power. AVatcr power is found in high 
mountainous countries wbcro the 
run off flows from the hills down to 
the sea. To be of any use for power 
purposes, a river must iiuvc, a uni- 
form flow all the year round, and this 
flow must be large and the height of 
fail great. In order to obtain this, it 
is .sometimes necessary to build a dam 
and regulate the amount of water 
wliich flows over it. If a stream i.«i 
heavily wooded at its head, it will 
goncrally have a uniform flow. The 
timber acis as a sponge, causing the 
run off to l)c much slower, and ilio 
fly off to be much reduced. In lalo 
years the Mississippi liiver has boon 
greatly affected by the forests nt lis 
head being cut away. This Is primar- 
ily what caKsed the disastrous floods 
several years ago. In Canada, to pre- 
vent such an event happening, lar; 
arcos have been set aside as perman- 
ent fore.'-t areas. These areas ajuonnt 
to 25,804 square miles. No settlers 
are allowed to settle in. these areas, 
but the cutting of timber is allowed, 
provided It Is done under governincnt 
insiirction. In the case of the St. 
Lawrence River, the great lakes act 
as reservoirs, which control the flow 
of wiiter, and hence the river is one 
of the mo.st uniformly flowing rlvcr.s 
on the continent. In some parts of 
the country, artificial lakes are being 
built to act in this way. 

Power is divided under two heads, 
primary and secondary. Primary is 
the power that can be developed, all 
the year round, while secondary is the 
power that can only be developed dur- 
ing times of excessive flow. 

Streams are often used for other 
purposes than that of water. This 
often causes a great deal of trouble, 
so that a commission has been formed 
to decide all disputes. This commis- 
sion is an international one, as most 
of the disputes occurred in boundary 
waters. This com.nilssl()ii decided that 
in the case of dispute, the following 
order of precedence of u.ses was to 
hold effect: First, uses for domestic 
and .«auitary purposes; second, navi- 
gation purposes, including c'anal.s, 
and. third, power and Irrigation. 

Since water i)ower can now bo 
transmitted over long distances and 
then utilized, it has become doubly 
useful for, first, all mechanical pur- 
l)tf(s, such as street cars, factories, 
etc.; second, lighting purposes, and, 
third, beating purposes. In this dir- 
ection the invention of the electric 
furnace has caused several important 
industries to spring up. For example, 
aluminum can now be made in the 
electric furnace at a much cheaper 
rate than by the old methods. Simi- 
larly, nitrogen products, which arc of 
great utility as fertilizers, can he 
made in the electric furnace by burn- 
ing the nitrogen of the air. Another 
great use of power is the saving of 
coal. A striking example of this Is 
shown in the Cobalt mines. These 
mines were recently fitted out wlih a 
complete electric systcra, and the sav- 
ing in coal was found to be quite an 
appreciable amount. 

In speaking of the abundance of 
water power in Canada. Dean Adams 
said that it was estimated that 30,000,- 
000 horse power was available, but 
that up to date only 1,500,000 horse 
power had been developed. Coming 
nearer home. Dean Adams said that 
in the neighborhood of Montreal SOO,- 
000 horse power was being developed. 

Niagara Falls was the next point 
discussed, and Dean Adams said that 
he wished to correct a statement that 
appeared in The Dally, namely, in.'it 
the American Falls produced a muc h 
greater ajnount of power. Uc pointed

At the invitation jbf the Congrega- 
tional College of Canada, Dr. Charles 
R. Urown, Dean of the School of Ue- 
llglon, Yale University, is to give a 
course of lectures m "preaching" to 
tlio students of the co-operating col- 
leges of .Montreal.

This year the theological students 
can consider themselves no less for- 
tunate in that they )vil] have the op- 
portunity of listening to such a wide- 
ly-known speaker aslhas been secured 
for next January. Dr. Drown Is Dean 
of the School of Religion, as the theo- 
logical college of Yule is termed, and 
is a reputed speaker and educator 
along religious lines. He has written 
many articles which] have made him 
better known to n 'argc number of 
persons I 

The general theme of the Icctiires 
to be delivered here will be "The Ser- 
mon." and will consist of five In all, 
I lie individual lectures being titled as 
follows: 

1. The .Significance of tlir Seruiou. 

2. The Uasis of iht Sermon. 

3. The Conlcnts offihe .Sermon. 
•J. The Measure of the Sermon. 
C. The Soul of the Sermon. 

The lectures will bo given on Tues- 
day, AVcdnrsday, Thursday and Fri- 
day, .lanuary IS to L'l. and will lie 
open to the clergy of the city and 
others interested. ^ 

One of the addresses will he deliv- 
ered in Emmanuel Congregational 
Church on Thursday evening, the 
other four to be given in the Congre- 
gational College. 

Dr. Brown's coming will bo looked 
forward to among the thoologucs 
around .McGill, and also by niany In 
the city. He is assured of f, hearty 
personal welcome to Canada, where 
lie is known through his writings and 
by reason of his reputation, founded 
on personal contact with him, on the 
part of Canadian ministers who have 
met him ;it various rellRious assem- 
hlie.s across the line. He is known 
as a lecturer and prcachei- who grn- 
eralps "the vital spark" through the 
combination of depth and warmth, 
which characterizes his public deliv- 
eries.

out that both the Canadian and Amer- 
ican Falls produced about 250,000 
horse power, but that a great deal of 
iho Canadian power was exported to 
thcr States. 

The Dean .said that according to 
law you had to have a permit to ex- 
port power, and that this permit 
could he cancelled at any time. He 
pointed out tbe advantages and dis- 
advantages of this to both countries. 

The lecture was then closed with a 
few lantern slides illustrating tbe dif- 
ferent power plants ct the Dominion. 

The meeting, after moving a hearty 
vote of thanks to Dean Adams, ad- 
journed for refreshments. 

After the refreshments a short busi- 
ness meeting was held, in which it 
was decided that the executive should 
InvestlBale thi' matter of a Science 
(linncr, iiiul also the (lUestion of send- 
ing some suitable remembrance to the 
boys at the front. ' 



The Debating Society of Arts '19 
held a debate in Strathcona Hall last 
night, the subject being, " Hesolved, 
that Latin be abolished as a compul- 
sory subject in the Arts Faculty." 
The attendance was rather small ow- 
ing to tbe fact that the freshmen 
were, generally speaking, confined to 
their rooms in anticipation of an ex- 
amination to be "served up" to-day. 
However, the enthusiasm of the ^w 
present made up for the lack of umu- 
bcr. 

The debaters of the evening were 
Messrs. Joseph and Usher, while the 
negative side of the finest Ion was up- 
held by Messrs. Kclioiiberg and Cross 
'rhe meeting opened at 8.15, with Mr 
Stllwell in the chair. 

Mr. Joseph, in introducing the ques- 
tion, advanced the argument that 
iiialhcniatlcs or tïerniaii was more 
pracHcal and certainly required as 
much reasoning and intellectual ac 
tivity as Latin does. The few advan 
tages of Latin are covered by other 
more practical subjects. "SYben Latin 
first became popular, there was a 
much smaller field of study than there 
Is to-day, 'but now there are mony 
subjects more beneficial and of great 
or worth than this dead language. 
Therefore, Latin should be abolished 
as a couipul.sory subject to give place 
to tlicso more practical studies. The 
majority wotild not voluntarily in- 
clude Latin in their course. 

"It's liant lines," said Mr. Joseph, 
•'If a man pays his money and can't 
study what he wants to." 

Kmphasis should rather be laid 
upon I'Yench, for the aim of a college 
course is to provide a practical educa- 
tion; a degree is. not its real object. 
Latin is soon forgotten after gradua- 
tion, and a graduate is not capable of 
reading a'Hatiu .pt»riodlcal.' (Hero the 
speaker seemed In doubt as to the ex- 
istence of such a sheet.) Alany stu- 
denls not liking Latin consequently 
lack interest in the subject, and are 
restless in class, thus retarding the 
progress of others who are attracted 
to it. In summing up his arguments. 
Mr. Josopli slated that as a result of 
abolishing Latin as a compulsory sub- 
ject, the rrsult will be: 1. A better 
satisfied siiident. 2. Better instruc- 
tion. TJctter iiuality of work done, 
and lioncc higher standing for the 
university. 

.Mr. Rcheubcig, llic leader of the 
negative, in refuting the arguments of 
the leader of the affirmative, main- 
tained tliat it Latin is abolished on 
account of causing restlessness in 
class, why not abolish geometry or 
any other subject which is riot partic- 
ularly interesting? Also three-fltUis 
of the English vocabulary is derived 
from The Latin language, and hence 
Latin is essential to the study of En- 
glish. Tlie speaker also held that 
Latin was indispensable to the many 
students who were taking double 
courses, i.e.. Law or -Medlciue, with 
their Arts. Also, that Latin is of 
great value in ilie study of other .sub- 
jects and promotes keen observation 
and reasoning power. 

Jlr. Usher, the second speaker of 
the affirmative, opened his speech by 
refuting tlie argument advanced by 
the first speaker of the negative, viz., 
that Latin is indispensable to the law- 
yer or doctor, Mr. Usher maintained 
that the few technical terms which 
were necessary could bo mastered in 
a few hours. Tbe speaker said that 
as far as providing exercise for the 
faculties of observation and reason, 
the majority of Latin students de- 
pended, not on the Latin dictionary, 
but on the much more attractive and 
luxurious method of "crilibing." And 
OS a means of cultivating reasoning, 
German or I'renc li would be equally 
good and nnuh .more practical. Air. 
Usher made reference to ihc fact that 
the Greeks did not sludy the ancient 
hieroglyphics or other dead lan- 
guages, but >ct they excelled in ail 
arts. 

Mr. Cross, the second speaker of 
the negative, maintained that mathe- 
matics was as likely to create rest- 
lessness among students in class as 
well as Latin, hence abolish mathe- 
matics. As for the statement that the 
Greeks did not study the dead lan- 
guages, Mr. Cross said, "Neither do 
the Hottentots." The speaker also 
held that if I-atin was abolished as a 
compulsory subject, it would practic- 
ally disappear, and hence this useful 
language would be lost. The aim of 
Latin is not merely to make up the 
course for a degree, but to broaden 
the minds of the students and develop 
his intellect, and to gain command 
over our language. The statement 
that students on gradual ing immedi- 
ately forget all the Latin they 
learned, after they graduate, Is false, 
for though this may appear to be the 
case, yet in reality the Latin they 
learned is a great aid to them. ^Ir. 
Cross also maintained that a student 
who desired merely a practical educa- 
tion should attend n technical school 
or take a partial eourse_ in summing 
up his arguments, Mr. Cross stated 
that Latin w-as necessary for the at- 
taining of the highest object of an 
Arts course.

Krancois judicial district, has handed 
In his resignation to the .Minister uf 
Justice, Hon. C. J. Uohcrty, Law '76. 
Hon. Mr. Lynch has sat as a judge of 
the Superior Court, Quebec, since 
1889. 

norn at Bedford, Que., on .Septem- 
ber 30. 184:., Hon. .Mr. Lynch ia the 
son of Thomas Lynch. native of Ire- 
land, and Is descended through his 
mother, Charlotte Williams, from U.E. 
Loyalists, He attended Stanbridgo 
Academy before entering McGill, 
where be was for a time an under- 
graduate in Arts and later in Law. 
On graduation be took the degree of 
B.C.L. and the Elizabeth Torrance 
gold nitfdal for proficiency in Roman 
law. The degfree of LL.D. honoris 
causa, was received from McGill in 
1904. and that of D.C.L., honoris 
causa, from the University of Bishop's 
College, Lennoxvillc, in 1883. 

Hon. Mr. Lynch was called to the 
Bar in ISBS. and for many ycais prac- 
tised his profession In Cowansvillc. 
Que., being recognized as one of the 
leaders of the I'rovineial liar. He 
was created a Queen's Counsel, Prov- 
ince of Quebec, in 187!). and a Queen's 
Counsel tor the Dominion in 1881. 
For a short lime ho was editor of tho 
Cowansvllle Observer, and was twice 
president of the Provincial Aissocia- 
tion of Protestant Teachers. 

His public career commenced with 
his election to the County Council, 
and later with his election as warden 
of Brome. In 1871 he was returned 
lo the Provincial House for Brome in 
the Conservaltvc interest, retaining 
his seat until his appolntjiient to the 
Superior Court In .1889. Ho was So- 
licitor-General in the Chapleau ad- 
ministration from 1S79 to 1882. and 
Commissioner of Crown Lands in tin 
.Mousseau, Koss and Tail Ion adminis- 
trations. 

Since his appointment to the Bench, 
Hon. Mr. Lynch has interested him- 
self to a great extent towards the se- 
curing of beUer roads in the Province 
of Quebec, He was elected president 
of tbe Bedford Goods Roads Associa- 
tion, and bas also been president of 
tbe Brojiie County Historical Society. 
He was also firât president of tbe Mc- 
Gill Graduates' Society of the District 
of Bedford.

was certainly juke with both levers' 
up. The bunch out here have not 
tasted real chocolate cream since we 
left Shoruclifte. Wc have only hit the 
small villages out here and they don't 
stock them. They were all the better, 
as they arrived Just after a little six- 
teen-mile jaunt out ot the trenches. 
Ve have been very fortunate since we 
landed in la Belle France. To begin 
with, we had a very quiet voyage 
across the Channel, then a peach ot 
a trip uii the Seine. A more beautiful 
river than the Seine 1 may never hope 
to see, with all the old chateaux, etc. 

In l'anip at Itonen. 

•"•Vc stuck around Rouen for a week 
or eo. We lived in a British camp, 
where they were as regimental aa the 
devil. You see, the P.P.C.L.I. are at- 
tached to the Imperial army, and ao 
not form part of tbe Canadian divis- 
ion, 80 we are amidst tbe British 
Tommy alt the time. The camp there 
was all tents with a neat row of 
whitewashed stones all around each 
tent. The first thing we did was to 
kick the aforesaid stones nil over and 
walk over the flower bods till the 
place looked like our draugbtlng- 
room after we tried to put Jawn un- 
der the tap. The regimental sergeant- 
major got peeved when he saw Uie 
mess, and swore not a man was to 
leave tbe place till every stone was 
put buck in place. So we had to set 
to and collect them to put them back. 
AVe stayed there a week. Oh, bow we 
loved those stones ! 

"I was sergeant of a guard over 
some stores down in the town for 
three days, and was able to see a bit 
ot the town. There is a great old 
church with a tine Gothic tower — of 
c-ast iron. I only found out when I 
climbed up to see it. But the old orig- 
inal pan of the church is certainly 
tine. I -still remembered some ot juy 
architectural Ui.stoiy tlieu, and was 
able to pick out the different yeriods 
—X don't think. 

la Secon4>Class Coacheh 

"From Rouen we moved up tbe line 
lo our next stop, a place near Armen- 
tieree, to join the rest, of the Batta- 
lion. We travelled In gTcat*îtyic,' ra 
second-class coaches with blue up- 
holstering and lacc curtains, and 
thought that soldiering was the life. 
All tbe kids along the line say three 
things according to their distance 
from the train. 11' tliey arc close they 
yell, "A bl.scuit. a pcniiv." Juit be- 
yond that it is "Lu souvenir," and 
from there to infinity, "Are we down- 
hearted," in varying degrees ot Kn- 
gtcesh as she is spoke. At the camp 
our compuny ^^aB all broken up and 
spread all over the battalion. We ex- 
pected it as all our officers had been 
left behind at Shorncllffe and Rouen. 
Tbe old bunch had just come out of 
their trenches and were due for their 
two-weeks' rest, so wc came at just 
fhe right time. The only thing we 
did there was fal-i-gon and digging. 

Saw Ablators Fight. 

"Wo saw a peach of au aeroplane 
scrap there, thouj-'h yon may have 
seen an account, of it in the news- 
papers. It uapiif uril jii.-,l ;ibovo us 
ono morning. A Liu.--(li iilauc was 
overhead with tht usual shrapnel 
puffs all about it, when suddenly a 
white streak came buzzing across 
from our linrp. Tlie Uosch turned 
and tried to duck away, but it waS a 
shame to see the French machine 
close up on him. It was just like 
watching a hawk chase a pigeon. 
Vfbon tbcy were about 75 yards apart 
tbe Frenchman started bis machine 
gun, then a pause, then be let loose 
again. They both wore twisting and 
turning all the time, when suddenly 
the French plane looped the loop and 
the DocUe started lo plane down. At 
first wc thought ibat our man was 
bit. but he regained control and con- 
llnuffi to fly about. TThllc the Oerman 
one planrtj dnvu in big circles. Tho_ 
cuunli v there U' quite flat, !<o we saw' 
hiiii till hi- piactically landed, and we 
ThouRbt tlie .>h'jw was all over. Just 
as a buib hid liim from view, his ma- 
chine gun .started nut again, followed 
quickly by a burst of rifle Are. It 
seems that be opened up on a batta- 
lion that was marching down tbe 
road. Tbey got bim quickly, though. 
He was a brave man. for be must 
bave known what was coming to blm 
when be started out. Anyway. It was 
a brand new machine with lots of fine 
instruments, and practically undatti- 
aged.
